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Bloodlines and the Aberdeen-Angus Sire 


Recent months have seen 
a discussion of the “bloodline” 
and the “family” in terms that 
are likely to leave many Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders in a con- 
fused state of mind, especially 
since few have seen fit to take 
up the cudgel of defense. This 
practice has been almost. universal among Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
as well as among breeders of several other kinds of cattle. The 
over-emphasis or occasional misuse of family names has been 
thought by many to indicate that such methods of breeding are un- 
desirable. Numbers of breeders have condemned hastily and with 
little thought, a practice that has really been provocative of much 
good in “doddie” improvement as well as hastening more rapidly 
than any other practice, the rapidity with which the best herds have 
come to transmit only the desired traits for which they have been 
selected. In the last issue I traced the story of the origin and prov- 
ing of one family of Aberdeen-Angus, the Juana-Ericas and few 
breeders can believe that a strain so carefully proved has nothing 
in it to recommend the blood wherever it may be found. What is 
the general purpose of

the later ones were bred to 
type and pedigree and the most 
modern are bred from type, 
pedigree and transmitting abil- 
The breed society that 
backed the herd book made 
available for all breeders the 
standard of type agreed upon 
in the “doddie” districts and in addition it gave information of type 
to the breeders with respect to the parentage and ancestry of such 
animals as they bought. The Polled Herd Book therefore, laid the 
foundation by which two of the great methods of breeding just 
mentioned might be followed by any breeder. 

The Aberdeenshire district contained, however, a number of 
breeders who found after their first generation or two that the adop- 
tion of these two methods of selection only, made progress rather 


. slow and unsatisfactory, hence such men as Wm. McCombie, Wm. 


Fullerton, Sir Geo. Macpherson Grant and others discovered a new 
key to rapid improvement by paying close attention to the breeding 
performance of the individuals in their herd. Since in any one year 
the cows were more likely to cause the differences in the individual 
calves than was the bull, 
these breeders fell into the 
habit of considering their 


pure blood cattle just a 
fad, as some unprogres- 
sive cattle men say? Is 
it mere fancy that makes 
an Idolmere carry an an- 
nounced value to his owner 
of $50.000, while Ike 
Bart’s “piney woods” bull 
in Florida would change 
hands indefinitely on $25 
bids? Not an Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder lives that 
will not admit the justifi- 
able existence of this dif- 
ference in valuation; if not 
in his own herd, in that of 
some fellow breeder. 

The Aberdeen-Angus 
originated from a founda- 
tion stock that was of lo- 
cal popularity because it 
was able to make better 
and more efficient meat 
than the other cattle of the 


aga cows that bred best, with 
their progeny, as a fami- 
ly or union. They there- 
fore developed a third and 
most modern method of 
breeding, based on per- 
formance, the _ so-called 
progeny test. That they 
happened to name their 
best strains after the cows 
that founded them, instead 
of designating them by 
some title such as “Cow - 
Whose - Daughter - Was - 
Dam - of - Two - High - 
land - Winners,” provides 
a welcome basis for criti- 
cism on the part of some 
men who wish to disturb 
existing conditions in cat- 
tle breeding. It is true that 
a family name such as 
Mulben, Pride or Eisa Er- 
ica does not tell the whole 


community. Since its 
foundation was laid in 
utility it not only devel- 
oped a more than local de- 
mand but canny breeders bred from it only in the hope of concen- 
trating the good qualities and adding to them by skillful selection. 
The foundation of the Polled Herd Book in Scotland assured brecd- 
ers of two things: It protected them against polled black animals 
masquerading as Aberdeen-Angus and it gave them an authentic 
source of information as to the parentage of their recorded animals. 

Cattle improvement has been based on three definite steps in 
the practice of breeding: the first cattle were bred simply to type,

story of performance, or 
for that matter anything 
about performance, but a 
, title based on show or 
breeding records would soon be so unwieldy as to be entirely un- 
satisfactory. No matter what the name may be, every Aberdeen- 
Angus family had its origin in the breeding merit of the cow that 
founded it, while each new branch of the family (as for example the 
Enchantress branch of the Ericas), arose by the use of extra good 
tops in bulls that added definite merit to the original family. 

Let us again examine the general question as to what pure 
breeding does. Why is the purebred better than the ordinary ani- 
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mal? Because it has had its hereditary equipment narrowed suf- 
ficiently to prevent the inheritance of the heterogeneous characters 
possessed by cattle as a whole and now possesses only the charac- 
ters considered typical and desirable for it. Sometimes off-charac- 
ters crop out in breeding but in general the foregoing statement is 
true. Why is the animal of definite family better than the average 
purebred? Because it is restricted by descent from narrowly se- 
lected descendants of certain females and possesses a greater uni- 
formity of characters than is possessed by the average purebred. 
The family is really a step farther in the same practice that has 
been used to originate the breed and it is logical to assume that 
what is beneficial in the one instance is beneficial in the particular 
case of a Blackcap or a Jilt. 

Opponents of the family theory raise three objections to this 
argument. They say that if bloodlines in the family are better be- 
cause they are narrower than those of the breed, it is only logical 
to assume that the more closely inbred a strain may be, the better 
it should be. It is quite probable that the last statement is correct, 
if we add the idea that along with the inbreeding, the selection of 
animals on the basis of type, constitution and fertility, (in other 
words, performance) be practiced. This is really what the so-called 
master breeder does when he makes his success with inbred stock. 
In fact every one of the great breeders of the world has used in- 
breeding of closer degree than the ordinary line bred relationships 
of the family, while the most modern investigatons on the subject 
show that inbreeding as a system is not faulty but that animals 
which have been inbred unsuccessfully did not have the right kind 
of an inheritance to start 
with. 

As a second objection, 
opponents to the family 
theory say that animals of 
unpopular breeding fre- 
quently win in show rings 
against those of more pop- 
ular strains. But the same 
thing can as well be said 
of breeds as a whole. One 
must never forget that 
Challenger, the 1903 grand 
champion steer at the In- 
ternational, was of most 
mixed and unconventional 
origins, while in Britain 
many of the Smithfield 
champions have not borne 
the particular stamp of 
any one breed. One migh. 
as well condemn pure 
breeds because an animal 
outside of the pale some- 
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better families are used, but in each case the question is not 
ultimate merit but the relation of the amount of merit in the eat 
in porportion to the price paid for the sire. The measure ig gin 
since the progeny are directly valued on the market from 4. 
beef making ability. thei 
The breeder of high class show bulls and heifers however 
use more care in the selection of his breeding stock. It costs him 
slightly more to raise them because of the development he m 
get from them but since his prices run from $500.00 into tho = 
he can afford to consider the things that bring him the final dg 
with regard to merit. By paying attention to the selection of 
breeding stock through a knowledge of families and blood lines he 
can get a more uniform calf crop and a higher merit of STOWN-oyt 
stock. By doing this, he not only builds a more uniform breeding 
herd but he gets throughout a more typical made kind. I do not care 
who says that families are not selected on type. I know of Several 
breeders who can unfailingly pick Ericas, Prides, Blackbirds or 
any other of several kinds and I know that they cannot do it unless 
some real differences exist that are typical of the family. Wha 
further evidence that type is characteristic of families is needed? 
There is a tendency today on the part of many to consider that 
whatever is, is wrong. In Russia and Germany this is expressed 
Soviets and revolutions; in France, England and America by strikes: 
and in America particularly by attacks on our railroads, the packers 
and other big business organizations that have laid the cornerstones 
for our national financial greatness and economic security. In the 
livestock industry these regressive tendencies are found in the jp. 
discriminating criticism of 
the methods by which the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed has 
come to the front as a pro- 
duct of the breeders’ art, 
If some one dies of “anti- 
typhoid serum” the radical 
thinker would _ legislate 
against serums. Some 
Kansas women wore short 
enough skirts to offend a 
legislator, hence he pre 
pared a bill prescribing 
the length of exposed 
limbs. Some breeder took 
advantage of the relative 
popularity of families to 
“knock” a good kind, “raus 
mit” the family. In a sub- 
sequent article it is intend- 
ed to discuss this matter 
further but it is the hope 
of the writer that the 
great run of Aberdeen-An- 
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times wins, as to comdemn 
the family because the 
less popular strain some- 
times wins, 

The third objection 
which opponents to the ; 
family theory make is that the supporters of the more popular kinds 
sometimes neglect the families that may have been top-crossed onto 
a pedigree and judge ancestry only by the female line that traces 
only to the family foundress. A more unjust criticism could not be 
made, for the conditions are exactly the reverse. The reason that 
Enchantress-Ericas or Eisa-Ericas are more popular than other 
kinds is because the bull Trojan, sire of both, happened to “nick” 
(that is, unite his traits with those of the other parent) exceptional- 
ly well with the foundress of the Erica family, while certain other 
bloods did not seem to give quite as satisfactory results. This of 
course, is a classic case but there is just as good foundation for 
the great majority of other differences in popularity as measured 
by the value the bigger breeders pay. 

Yet this does not mean that all users of Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
should buy sires of only the most popular families. The kind of 
bull one should buy depends on his purpose in breeding. The aver- 
age breeder of steers uses an Aberdeen-Angus bull because he ex- 
pects that bull to transmit better beefing qualities from a market 
standpoint than a bull of other blood. He uses a pure bred instead of 
a grade because experience has taught him that the calf from the 
purebred is worth more when developed than that from the grade, 
while it costs no more to develop it. He markets a steer worth $120 
to $150 at fourteen or fifteen months, instead of one that can never 
reach that value no matter how old he gets. The breeder of bulls 
for the steer trade follows his business because he can get $175.00 
to $250.00 for yearling bulls which he can develop more cheaply 
than steers of proportionate weights and ages. To neither of these 
two men does the question of family mean anything except as in- 
terpreted in the merits of the calves produced. There is no ques- 
tion but what such breeders will average better calves if bulls from

Manager Ward has ex- 
pressed the opinion that the 
early future of the cattle 
industry of this section of 
the country would be the 
breeding of animals’ to 
be sold as yearlings to feeders elsewhere, especially in the North 
and Northwest, for finishing for market. In from three to five 
years from now, Manager Ward said he believed the breeding and 
raising of feeders would be in the lead. Under this policy it would 
be in order to carry breeders on the pastures, sell the yearlings and 
thus save the cost of carrying for three to five years for maturity. 
Culling out the older cows and other undesirables, breeding up the 
stock on the range to higher grades through the use of pure-bred 
bulls is now the policy of Horseshoe ranch and the results are al- 
ready to be scen in the better developed animals and in their im- 
proved appearance. That this is an advantageous line of procedure 
is proved by the sales results. Manager Ward told of the sale last 
year of 1.200 steers to Cuban feeders who turned them into pastures 
after arriving there and 
found that the animals 


and sheep, as seen by the 
writer during the past 
week, have come through 
t-o winter in fine shape, 
n» signs of lack of pastur- 
age or needed care. 
Horseshce ranch is own- 
ed by the Kissimmee 
Island Cattle Company 
whose members are identi- 
fied with the Consolidated 
Naval Stores Company ot 
Jacksonville, one of the 
largest and most success- 
of the operators in this 
line of business. The Con- 
solidated people owned

Cattle and live stock was the answer that 
came to these land owners and that they have chosen wisely is be- 
ing demonstrated by every phase of the immense ranch which they 
have established and which they are operating with the same busi- 
ness thoroughness that has distinguished thair naval stores opera- 
tions. 

Having decided on the cattle and livestock industry for contin- 
uing the productiveness of their lands they looked around for a com- 
petent manager and found him in the employ of the United States 
government in the person of Mr. W. F. Ward, who for twelve years 
had been with the U. S. department of agriculture in the animal in- 
dustry division, being in charge of the beef cattle work and the ex- 
tension work of the department, his territory covering thixty-three 
states in which he had working under him some forty-two men. Nat- 
urally Mr. Ward understood his business, especially as he worked 
under that able chief of the animal industry division Mr. George 
M. Rommel and prior to going into the government service had 
graduated from the Alabama Agricultural college and subsequently 
passed through the graduate schools of the Illinois and Iowa Agri- 
cultural colleges. 


Horseshoe Ranch Headquarters 


Here the Kissimmee Island Cattle Company has shown its re- 
gard for those of its employes whose work is on the ranch. It has 
had erected on a bend of the river six of the most modern bungalows, 
equipped with every convenience, including electric lights and water 
and is now starting to beautify the surrounding grounds with trees, 
flowering plants and shrubbery that contribute so very much to the 
beautification of the Florida landscape.

gained in weight very rap- 
idly. They made a satis- 
factory profit for the buy- 
ers, sO much so that the 
1920 steer crop has al- 
ready been sold for ship- 
ment to these same feeders 
in Cuba. Of the original 
lot sold and shipped to Cu- 
ba in June the animals 
gained almost 200 pounds 
each by killing time early 
in the winter. These cat- 
tle were handled by Lykes 
Brothers of Tampa, who 
built up a very consider- 
able export business and 
in Manager Ward’s opin- 
ion are worthy of every en- 
couragement, as they are 
a factor in the upbuilding 
of the cattle industry of 
Florida. 

Experience on the 
Horseshoe ranch has prov- 
en that the policy pursued 
has resulted in better average prices being realized for the stock 
sold than is common in the local markets. This in a large measure 
has been, as has been intimated above, the result of careful breed- 
ing and culling together with the general oversight of all details of 
the ranch management. 

There are now on Horseshoe ranch 108 Brahma bulls, eighty 
Shorthorn and Hereford, pure-bred and high grade, fifty Aberdeen- 
Angus, also pure-bred and high grade, all in the best condition. 
The same is true of thirty-five high grade Polled Durham bulls. 

The native cattle are bred to the best of pure-bred and high 
grade bulls and from the get are selected the best of bulls from 
which are chosen the choicest animals for the range for future 
breeding purposes. On Brahma island are maintained about 150 
cows of Angus, Polled Durham and grade Devon breeds which are 
being bred to the best bulls on the ranch for the production of future 
breeding bulls for the range. To these are added others, bought 
outside, of the best of the various breeds, of course, all of which 
constitute the herd bulls. Picked Angus calves were also bought 
recently in Northern Florida, where they are being grown out and 
later will be shipped to the ranch and turned on the range for breed- 
ing purposes. Culling out from the herds the old and unprofitable 
cows, selling them and putting the money back into younger cows 
of improved breeds, pays. The steers turned out are of better qaul- 
ity and are heavier than the average steers of this section. 

Brahmas are used to get the first cross with native cattle and 
breeding to the get of such crosses, using. more amd more of these 
grades later on. Angus bulls are hard to get because there are so 
comparatively few Angus breeders below the quarantine line. The 
purpose to use Brahmas is to take advantage of their hardiness and 
thriftiness and then use. Angus bulls with grade Brahma females. 
Beef production, remember, is constantly in mind.

In South Africa we are just beginning to crawl.” I would 
not say we have yet reached the “walking stage” but indications 
are not wanting that at no distant date the Abcrdeen-Angus So- 
ciety will occupy that position in South Africa to which the excellent 
qualities of the breed are entitled. Our Society was only formed 
in April, 1917, with a membership of about twenty breeders, most 
of them being on a small scale. Today we have over one hundred 
members, every one of whom is a breeder, and every one of whom 
is increasing his holdings of Aberdeen-Angus as rapidly as possible. 

For your information I enclose you a copy of our last annual 
report. It indicates in an unmistakable manner how our breed is 
forging ahead. The number being imported annually from Scotland 
is a sure certain proof that the Angus has come to stay The larg- 
est ranching concern in South Africa, that of the British South Af- 
rica Company, in Rhodesia, which carries 75,000 head, are going 
largely for Aberdeen-Angus bulls as a means of grading up the 
common stock of the country. It may interest you to know that the 
manager of the ranch is an American (Mr. Walsh) from Texas, 
who is an authority on Hereford cattle, which breed he also makes 
use of to a certain extent for grading-up purposes. 

The next largest ranch is that of the Leigig Company who run 
35,000 and here the Aberdeen-Angus are almost exclusively used, 
with such gratifying results that every year higher class pedigree 
bulls are being purchased and nothing but Aberdeen-Angus is en- 
tertained by the management as they have proved them to be the 
most suitable. All breeds were tried and ruthlessly “turned down’ 
as not fulfilling require- 
ments until only the

TASMANIA TO ENTER MBEAT-EXPORT TRADE 


Tasmania is about to enter the frozen-meat export trade, ac- 
cording to the London Times Trade Supplement. An enterprising 
Hobart firm has gone into the business side of the proposition, and 
has satisfied itself that a trade can be developed that will have 
far-reaching effects upon the progress of Tasmania. Buying for 
export is to begin soon, and a plant for the treatment of by-products 
is to be installed. By-products, which in modern establishments 
provide a big share of the profits are at present vractically going 
to waste, as the Hobart Corporation, which owns the abattoirs, has 
not yet provided modern methods for disposing of the offal. The 
Tasmanian government will, of course, have to make arrangements 
with the Commonwealth Government for the disposal of the meat 
to the Imperial Government, as the latter has first claim on the 
meat available for export. Prior to the war Tasmania used to im- 
port both cattle and sheep to supplement the supplies for winter 
requirements, but during the war it exported these animals to the 
mainland of Australia. Strange to say, the importation of sheep 
has just been recommended. 

Basing the estimate on present flocks, it is thought that Tas- 
mania should be able to 
export about 100,000 car- 
casses of lamb and mutton 


“Blacks” were left. 

The meat export trade 
has not yet reached any 
great porportions but the 
Union Government is alive 
to the possibilities of such 
a trade and are now pro- 
posing to import bulls of 
the beef breeds with a 
view to encouraging the 
production of the proper 
stamp of cattle that will 
meet with acceptance in 
the European markets. 
The method which the 
Governm2nt proposes to 
adopt is a somewhat novel 
one and I enclose you a 
copy. 

It may interest you to 
know that some years ago 
a few Canadian bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus came_ to 
South Africa along with 
some Friesland, or as you 
call them, Holstein cattle. 
I do not consider any ctf 
the breeus were of greai 
credit to the country in or- 
igin. Some Hereford 
(Polled) cattle have been 
imported from the States 
to Rhodesia and I under- 
stand they have made a 
favorable impression. 

Our show season in 
South Africa will com- 
mence next month and I 
propose to send you a re- 


per annum. Beef and pork 
will also be exported. 
There are at present fa- 
cilities at the Hobart Cor- 
poration abattoirs for the 
slaughter of 800 sheep and 
200 head of cattle daily. 
The meat will be cony 

from the abattoirs by rail 


to the chilling rooms at 
Hobart, a_ distance of 
about 3 miles. The freez- 
ing works are situated 
within a stone’s throw of a 
pier that could accomodate 
the worid’s biggest liner 
loaded to her maximum 
draft, so that, taken as a 
whole, the facilities for 
beginning trade are most 
promising. No expendi- 
ture will be required for 
killing works or the erec- 
tion of freezers, and if for 
any reason the trade 
should not develop there 
will be no loss of capital. 


There are now 1,811- 
000 sheep in Tasmania, the 
greatest number since 19- 
12, when the number was 
1,852,669. Up to the pres- 
ent farmers have had their 
flocks and herds limited 
by the local butchering re- 
quirements and the stud 
stock market.

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REMEMBER WHEN THE BANKS BLACK- 
LISTED THE PURE-BRED MEN? 


Not so long ago a breeder of pure-breds was considered a “poor 
risk” by the banker and he was black-listed by the men behind the 
cages where the money is counted out. Of course, those were the 
days of ups and downs, and breeders were few and far betweer. 
When a man paid more than $100 for a cow or double that for a 
bull, it was an event in the county to be talked about with many 
shakings of the head over the fate that awaited the buyer. When 
the pure-bred man went broke, as many of them did in those times, 
the “I told-you-sos” had a very large majority in passing judgment 
on the luckless pioneer in the pure-bred business. 

_Times have changed rapidly. The banker knows the pure-bred 
breeder on an average is a better risk now, and many bankers are 
themselves breeders of pure-breds with much of the bank’s funds 
invested in animals with pedigrees that make them worth much more 
than the critters of former days. The farm without pure-breds is the 
exception in most sections, and many pride themselves on having 
nothing but pure-breds from corn to horses. Such farms are pro- 
ducing more from each acre and doing it with less effort than ever 
before. They are the favorites at the borrowing window of the 
bank because they turn in more at the incoming window. Times 
have certainly changed!

“FARM LABOR VERY SCARCE, HIGH PRICED 
AND HARD TO CONTROL; SEASON LATE” 


That heading is repeated over and over in crop reports now and 
just about sums up the situation all over this country at the present 
time. Probably the farmer of the United States never was con- 
fronted by such a heart-breaking situation when he contemplated 
farming his usual acreage and gaining a living from that acreage. 
The census statistics being announced from day to day through the 
daily press show the drift from farm to city for higher wages, short- 
er hours and faster living. No doubt the current of war, in carrying 
millions of young men from the farms to the camps and then across 
seas, did much to arouse the unrest and make the return of these 
men to the farm difficult. At any rate, the farm labor crisis is here, 


and we are due for a labor readjustment that will starve a 
many people in various parts of the world before farm labor 
turns to normal. The high city wage mirage is going to vanish PN 
a great many of these men now flocking from the plow handles t, 
the automobile factory when they begin passing out their dollars ; 
increasing numbers for less and less food as the cat of under-pry. 
duction runs faster and faster to catch its tail. 

That’s the dark side of the picture now before us. For the may, 
who studies the swing of the pendulum in industrial and historiea| 
cycles, now is the time to stay in the business of breeding pure-brej 
Aberdeen-Angus instead of getting out. Greater acreages can be 
carried with beef cattle with fewer men to the acre than in any other 
line. Depressions in the beef market are always followed by rises 
especially when they are out of line with other commodities as is 
now the case. There is an increasing shortage of food for the World; 
yet the highest class food is “below par,” and feeders of beef cattle 
are “taking a loss” when the whole world is profiteering off itself 
in an effort to “have its cake and eat it at the same time.” The men 
who allow themselves to be stampeded out of the pure-bred business 
now, or are economically forced out, are the losers; those who stick 
and go through will be the gainers over a period of years in both 
herd and cash. Now’s the time when we need stickers.

WELL, HOW DO YOU LIKE CAPT. 
WENTWORTH’S ARTICLES? SPEAK UP! 


With this issue we are presenting Capt. E. N. Wentworth’s 
second article on Aberdeen-Angus breeding. It might be well here 
to introduce the Captain a little more fully, though we admit that 
should have been done last issue with the first article. However, he 
was out of town, and we wanted to get the series started, hence, the 
belated introduction. 

Edward N. Wentworth was born in New Hampshire, and grad- 

uated from Ames with a B. S. A. degree in 1907. He taught Anima! 
Husbandry subjects at the Iowa State College from 1907 to 1913, 
specializing in animal breeding and gaining his M. S. A. degree in 
1909. He became associate editor of the Breeders’ Gazette in 1913 
and remained on the staff of that publication until the fall of 1914, 
when he went to Kansas State Agricultural College as Professor of 
Animal Breeding until the war gave him a new field of endeavor in 
1917. The Captain gained his commission, was assigned to the ar- 
tillery and was made an operations officer with the 89th division. 
He was assigned to G. H. Q. to help with army educational work 
after going through the Saint Mihiel, Meuse and Metz preliminaries. 
From February 14 until the middle of June, he was assistant director 
of the Agricultural College, A. E. F. University, and for his good 
work here was awarded the “Officer du Merite Agricole” by the 
French Minister of Agriculture, as well as getting the Croix de 
Guerre for military service. He was mentioned in orders of the 
28th division, Nov. 6, 1919, for conspicious service in preparation of 
attack orders. He was promoted to Major in April, 1919, but war 
ended too soon, and notice was not received until after discharge. 
Captain Wentworth has studied at both Harvard and Cornell, 
specializing in Animal Breeding and is the author of about twenty 
papers on original research into inheritance in domestic animals. 
These have been published in American, British and German journ- 
als. He is also member of many scientific societies along these 
lines. He is now with Armour in the capacity of their representa- 
tive to producers. With such an introduction, we believe we are giv- 
ing our readers some facts they would want to know about the auth- 
or of this series of articles.

As long as you are bring- 
ing in men who are cattlemen, you can help your own business and 
the Breed as a whole by seeing that they are taken care of in get- 
ing cattle that will make them a profit immediately and put them 
into the ranks of the boosters.

SOUNDS LIKE SOME OF “DOC” LOWE’S 
WORK, DON’T IT? IT’S 0. K. ANYWAY! 


A clipping from the Marysville, Tenn., Times, tells of a scheme 
in Blount County to put the scrub sires out of business all at once 
by trading pure-breds for the scrubs. Blount county, it seems, 
wants to get scrub-free as soon as possible, and H. R. Duncan, as 
spokesman for the Doddie breeders, offered to leave the replacing of 
the scrubs by registered Aberdeen-Angus in the hands of the County 
Committee. That committee’s plan is as follows: 


“To furnish to the Live Stock Committees of each district a list of all scrub 
This committee is to lay the propo- 


boars and bulls in their respective districts. 


sition made by the breeders before the owners of the grades and scrubs and to see 
if they are willing to get rid of the scrubs and grades on the proposition made. 
These committeemen are to report the results of their canvas through their Chair- 
man to the County Agent. If a sufficient number agree to let their scrub bulls 
go to justify shipping, the Live Stock Committee will arrange to ship the serub 
and grade bulls on Saturday, March 15, without charges for their services.. Some 
of the bulls may not be in real good condition but it will not pay to feed high 
priced feed to put them in shape. It is better for the owner and the county to get 
them out without delay and further expense. If the owner prefers to castrate his 
bull, let him agree to do so at a certain date, so that we may know that he is no 
longer doing work in the county. If any of the men disposing of grades and 
scrubs want Shorthorn or Hereford, or Jersey bulls, the livestock committee will 
also locate good bulls of these breeds at reasonable prices for the purpose of re- 
placement. It is better sires we are wanting. The owners have a perfect right 
to get the breed they prefer, but the best interest of the county demands that 
they keep good pure-bred individua's of that breed. The interest manifested to 
date is very flattering. The scrubs are already beginning to move. Within the 
last five days, four scrubs have been eliminated and reported out of the way. Just 
as the different districts become scrub free, such a district will be published through 
the county and State papers. There is no reason why Blount county cannot be 
free of scrub sires within the next few months.” 

The loss to the county through the use of the scrub bulls there 
is figured at $40,000 a year, there being 109 of these critters at work. 
Of course, over a period of 10 years, or 50 years, the loss increases 
annually if more of the sons of these scrubs are put into use. 
We rather think this plan of Blount county is practical and its back- 
ing up by Aberdeen-Angus breeders is real constructive work. Tell 
us about it when the plan has been completed, “Doc” Lowe, and we 
will be more than glad to do our best to give it some publicity if it 


works like it ought to with you right close there to help. 
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There may have been a 
lot of doubters in both the 
Shorthorn and Aberdeen- 
Angus ranks as to where 
Carpenter & Ross would 
land when they attempted 
to enter the ranks of the 
Blacks while staying with the Red, White 
and Roan legions by selling 130 head of im- 
ported Doddies the first time they made 
their bow. The answer is that this Ohio 
firm is going back for more Doddies and 
they are going to buy better ones yet and 
pay more atfention to our pedigree demands. 

Furthermore, “C. & R.” proved them- 
selves diplomats as well as cattlemen and 
importers, for they had the support of every 
faction and element in the Black ranks, re- 
gardless of politics. Everybody came to see 
them get off on the right foot and every- 
body bought at least one, both because they 
wanted them and because they wanted this 
firm to know they were welcome in the 
ranks of the Doddie boosters. There were 
some Shorthorn men looking on to see how 
their biggest firm got away in the new ven- 
ture and if they came to learn whether the 
breeders of Doddies wanted more Shorthorn 
men in their ranks, they certainly found out 
that some more of the same kind will be 
welcome, whether they still stick to their 
horned ones for comparison or not. 

Top of the sale was a Cridlan-bred En- 
chantress Erica by Proud Peer of Maisemore 
at $4100 to the Great Western Land Co., 
of Missouri. Mr. Cran’s breeding was well 
appreciated, however, as $4000 was paid for 
Event of Morlich, by Jordal of Ballindalloch, 
sire of the Argentine champion, Even Estha 
5th, bred by William Wilson, sold at $4000 
and an Evergreen from Maisemore equalled 
this mark. Bulls of the pedigrees listed 
were not wanted by the top herds, so that 
$2100 was the top for the Jilt four-year-old 
bred by Sir Hedworth Meux. 

Carpenter & Ross tendered a banquet 
to the Aberdeen-Angus men at the end of 
the first day’s sale and here they got ac- 
quainted and were fraternally welcomed into 
the Black ranks and made to feel at home. 
Their next sale is certain to be better, as 
they expect to sell fewer cattle and pay 
more attention to the pedigree demands of 
our herds. Education along the line of new 
families will be done more gradually. The 
wide distribution of the cattle indicates 
the entire country is ready for them and 
Carpenter & Ross know how to handle the 
imports to bring in whatever we want. Let 
them bring on the next bunch; the import- 
hunger has only been whetted.

Virginia Reports Enthusiasm 


The first sale held by the Virginia Aber- 
deen-Angus Association was held at Lynch- 
burg, Va., April 7, 1920; auctioneers, Col. 
H. L. Iglehart & Son. 

Thirty-four cows and heifers, and ten 
bulls, averaged a little over $251.00. Thir- 
ty-five of these cattle were under two yeals 
old, twenty having been calved in 1919. All 
single lots except one cow that had a bull 
calf at side. Extreme range of prices, $120 
to $650. The twenty-nine lots consigned by 
Sen. A. L. Todd, Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
reached Lynchburg in bad condition as they 
were five days en route; could not be ship- 
— on account of strike on N. & W. 


The Lynchburg Chamber of Commerce 
gave us a fine supper the evening before the 
sale at the Virginian Hotel, which was fol- 
lowed by an informal discussion of Angus 
affairs, entertaining talks being made by 
Mr. D. B. Ryland of The Chamber of Com- 
merce, Dr. Lowe, Professors Hutcheson and 
Cooper of Blacksburg, Messrs. T. Gilbert 
Wood of Roanoke, H. M. Luttrell, J. C. 
Coyne and others. 

Nearly all of these cattle went into the 
counties right around Lynchburg, where 
they are just beginning to take up beef cat- 
tle raising in earnest, though there have 
been a few herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in that section for some years, and they 
have found out just what they will do. 

More and more interest is being taken in 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the State, even in 
the older beef raising sections, and those 
who have pinned their faith to the breed 
certainly have no reason for feeling blue at 
this time.—A. F. Buchanan, Sec’y-Treas.

Importations 


Aberdeen-Angus cattle continue to be im- 
ported in increasing numbers—and South 
Africa is by far the best customer the Brit- 
ish breeder has to-day. 

The latest returns available show that 
export certificates had been issued for 60 
Bulls and 233 Cows and Heifers. 

It is known that owing to the scarcity of 
freight and the “Free Freight” concession 
being in obeyance for the present, a con- 
siderable number of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
are awaiting shipping facilities. 

It may be mentioned that prices in Britain 
have advanced materially and at the last 
series of sales in Scotland new records were 
established—2,800 guineas having been paid 
for bull calves, while up to 500 guineas was 
being realized for heifers.

in mind that this is purely a range proposi- 
tion, no penning up and feeding, or very lit- 
tle of the latter, the cattle being their own 
focd provicers from the native grasses on 
pastures in prairie and marsh. Breeding 
bulls, except the hardy Brahmas, get some 
ectt-n seed cake and velvet beans once a day 
at cortain periods, at other time on grass, In 
order to have them in good condition for the 
breeding season. Manager Ward said that 
the lcsses were almost negligible, that dur- 
ing the winter now ending the losses would 
not amount to more than from one and one- 
half to three per cent. From another source 
it was learned that a cattle man in a certain 
section of Southern Florida confessed that 
he expected his losses during the winter to 
run from 40 to 60 per cent. What's the 
answer? Good stock, carefully bred and 
culled and attended on the Horseshoe ranca. 
This leads us to other ranch features of im- 
portance. ; 
With so much water all around the Kis- 
simmee Island Cattle Company’s ranch an¢ 
in the natural streams and marshes on the 
range, it might be thought that the cattle 
could keep themselves supplied with all the 
water necessary. Not so. On the ranch are 
twenty-one wind-mills each of which pumps 
water into a 4,000-gallon concrete pool or 
basin alongside, from which the cattle al- 
ways can get abundance of pure, fresh wat- 
er.
